For the second time in recent American military history 


a flying officer of high rank has quit the armed forces of the 
United Slates in a clash with the "brass hats" over practical 
aviation policy. Fifteen years ago the late Brig.-Gen. William 
(Billy) Mitchell was suspended for his criticism of the Army and 
Navy Air^Corps. This month Major Al Williams "was. allowed 
to resign" from the Marine Corps Reserve because he wrote 
newspaper and magazine articles containing criticisms almost 
identical with those of the late General Mitchell. 


' Both Mitchell and Williams felt that 
the United States would never be 
ndeciuatcly armed in the air while its 
plnnes were divided into separate com- 
mands under the Army and Navy.

BERLIN —VP)~ The United States 


was warned by Adolf Hitler's minister, 
of economics, Walter Funk, Thursday 
night that she must be' prepared to 
trade with a -victorious-Geimany on.

That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the Con-

thereon adopt such amendment, the 
same shall become a part of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 


Section. 1. Amendment No. 29 to 


the 
Constitution of the State of 


Arkansas is hereby repealed. 


Section 2. Vacancies in the office 


of the United States Senator, and in 
all 
elective state, district, 
circuit, 


county and township offices except 
those of Lieutenant Governor, Mem- 
ber of the General Assembly and 
Representative 
in the Congress of 


Unitad States, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 


Section 3. The Governor, Lieutenant 


Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation 
jhall not remove such ineligibility. 
Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of 
their husbands and wives within the 
fourth degree of consanguinity or 
affinity, shall likewise be ineligible. 


Section 4. No person holding office 


contrary to this amendment shall be 
paid any compensation for his services. 
Any warrant, voucher or evidence 
of indebtedness issued in payment for 
such services shall be void. 


Section S. The appointee shall serve 


during the entire unexpired term in 
the office in which the vacancy oc- 
curs if such office would in regular 
course be filled at the next general 
election if no vacancy had occurred. 
If such office would not in regular 
course be filled at 'such next general 
election the vacancy shall be filled as 
follows: At the next general election, 
if the vacancy occurs four months or 
more prior thereto, and at Hie second 
general election after the vacancy 
occurs if the vacancy occurs less than 
four months before the next general 
election after it occurs. The person so 
elected shall take office on the 1st 
dyy of January following his election.

married or the head of a family, in

exempt from any and all State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdibision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting office, may 
select such property as herein provided 
to be exempt from State, County. 
Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 2. The personal property of 


any resident of this State who is 
married or the head of a family in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident, not exceeding in value the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars in ad- 
dition to his or her wearing apparel, 
and that of his or her family, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or, in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting officer, may 
select such property as herein pro- 
vided to be exempt from State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other po- 
litical subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 3. The Arkansas Corpora- 


tion Commission or its successor shall 
have power and authority and it shall 
be its duty, to prescribe the manner 
of exempting said property if ?ny 
such method be needed.

Section 4. This amendment shall be- 


come a part of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas when approved by 
a majority of the electors voting there- 
on at the next general election and 
when so declared to be adopted by the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives.

Weighing tha Consequences Always 


A Principle of Temperate 


Living 


Text. Proverbs 1:7-10; Isaiah 5:11, 12 


18-23; Galntians 6:7-9

Wisdom has always stressed 
the 


foolishness of sinful and easy liv,- 
ing, in contrast with the subtantial 
gain of righteousness and the well- 
disciplined life. 


Wisdom is not the opinion merely of 


philosophers who have thought a 
great deal about life and human con- 
duct. More deeply, it is the voice 
of experience, the 
well-considered 


judgment of those who derive their 
conusel from life itself. They have 
observed what happens—the types of 
conduct that make for unrest and 
disorder and Unhappiness, even when 
sometimes they seem to offer im- 
mediate advantage or gain. 


The conusels of wisdom are based 


not upon., a 'few 
temporary hap- 


penings or the experiences of a 
few lives. Their basis is found rather 
in long-range judgment concerning 
groups and nations as well as in- 
dividuals, and developed out of ob- 
servations that extend over 
along 


enough time and over a wide enoug 
area to make the judgments of cter 
nity manifest as well as the judg 
ments of time. It is these judg 
ments of time and eternity that me 
rightly call the judgments of God 


Here in our lesson, drawn fron 


three sources, the Scriptural writer 
emphasize this elemental truth. Th 
philosopher, Writing in 
the 
Bool 


of Proverbs, observes that "the fea 
of the Lord is tho beginning of wis 
dom." It is in listening to sount 
instruction that young men take th 
right course in life, and it is i 
listening to allurements ol evil tha 
they take the first step in the wai 
that lends to destruction. 


The allurement of intoxicants and 


music, and of the things that migh 
be pleasant 
enough in themselves 


is not sufficient to obscure the na 
ture and effect of the wrong choice 


The prophet, writing in the Book 


of Isaiah, strongly enforces this coun- 
sel of. wisdom. Nothing is changed 
by calling evil "good," or by sur- 
rounding dark and evil ways with an 
appearance of light, and by sugar- 
coating bitter pills with sweetness. 
The eternal difference between right 
and wrong cannot be glossed over. 


Paul, in his Epistle to the Galat- 


lans, clinches all this very strongly 
m his warning to men that they 
be not deceived. "God is not mocked," 
he says, "for whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap." Is there 
anything that experience in human 
life and in history more thoroughly 
bears out than these words of Paul? 


But let us not fail to note that our 


lesson ends on a great note of optim- 
ism. The law that what a man sows 
he also reaps, applies to the things
